had been believed that the militia was equipped with blue uniforms. 
Photographs published in the press showed that metal insignia were 

also worn by members of the army. 

The new service cap was introduced in late 19)9, 

Press photographs showed that EI alco wore ties tith their dress 

uniforms. 

This is correct and was confirmed by an order of Division General 
Rotkiewicz, (fm), and published in the Polish press of Sentember 

1950 on the rearing of items of clothing other than those provided 

by regulations, particularly overcoats. 

From photographs publisiicd in the Polish press this statement seems 

to be correct. It has not yet been possible to obtain definite information 
regarding the meaning of the insignia worn with uniforms, although numerous 
photographs are availaile.. Insicnia on lapels were chiefly noticed with 
officers and NCOs, while Et! did not wear insignia. 

From pictures published in the Polish -ress it is believed possible 

that army units uniformly wear a red ribbon around the service cap. 

KEW and ViOP units wear blue and green stripes, respectively. Both 

col rs are confirmed, Light-yellow and black ribbons around the ser~ 

vice caps were reported for the first time. 
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
